Boys Club History 


Our story last week we 
mentioned that records to the 
Boys Club were not available, 
Since that time, we have re- 
ceived some information which 
We pass along, These notes were 
prepared by Jim Price, former 
director, 

‘‘The Upland Boys Club Inc.,, 
was founded April 3, 1958 and 
until 1654 operated on a slim 
budget, In 1965 the West End 
United Fund contributed $2,500, 
Part-time directors were used, 
The membership was small with 
99 percent being Mexican-Amer- 
ican, 

“‘In the fall of 1964 the Presi- 
dent of the Boys Club instigated 
the ground work towards involve- 
ment with Boys Clubs of America, 
In the summer of 1965, under the 
presidency of Dan Maher, the club 
hired Jim Price as director, 
through Boys Clubs of America,’ 

In the report, Price then re- 
lates the problems he faced and 
the progress he made, 

“In August 1966, the club 
moved from the community build- 
ing of the Los Olives Housing 
Project onto 2 1/2 acres at 13th 
and Campus that the board had 
purchased for $28,000, 

“In 1967, President Charles 
Toole took the leadership of the 
Club and guided the work of 
renovating three existing build- 
ings, developed a football field, 
basketball court and softball dia- 
mond, The Housing Authority, 
City of Upland and the club, 
contributed to better lighting in 
the area,’’ (Eds note; There are 
many fine and hard working peo- 
ple who contributed time and 
money in getting this work ac- 
complished and this includes the 
city. It is to their credit that 
they made the effort at that time 
to make the Boys Club succeed, 
We are not in any way criti- 
cizing this group.) 

Price continued, ‘‘The West 
End United Fund substantially 
raised its contributions and the 
City of Upland gave a grant, 


Boys Club Building 


Service clubs and organizations 
gave time, talent and work, Vol- 
unteer leadership was also given 
by many people and clubs,”’ 


Price finished his report with 
encouraging words, in part, 
“1969 looks like it is going to 
be a good year of evotvecntet 
from the community, We hope to 
get more board members per- 
sonally involved, also, law en- 
forcement personnel and other 
volunteers, We've made great 
strides forward, but we have 
many boys in need of real friend- 
ship,”’ 

However, 1969 was not a good 
year and before it was too many 
hours old, Price was fired/re- 
Signed, (There are conflicting 
stories on his departure.) A new 
director was sought, and the gains 
made in past years ground to a 
stand-still, Membership dropped 
off and the building, not hearty 
in the first place, deteriorated, 


It is to the credit of a handful 
of the board of directors and 
Ernest Kirkland, president, that 
a program was Carried on through 
the period of waiting for a new 
director, Finally, this fall, Rudy 
Rodriquez became the new Boys 
Club director, He brings enthu- 
Siasm and experience to the job 
and Upland is fortunate to have 
him,

Some details of the long-await- 
ed feasibility study on bringing a

The survey Was initiated last 
August when Councilman Ronald 
Rossitter asked it be made, He 
heads the task force which was 
formed last November to study a 
regional type of commercial- 
apartment town house complex to 
revitalize the outer fringes of 
the downtown center, 


The area under consideration 
at that time was 40 acres bet Ween 
Seventh and Eighth Streets and 
Buclid and Sultana Avenues, Since 
that time, Rossitter has included 
all of the area below Foothill 
Boulevard,

Non-Partisan Support 
Our Man In Washington

WASHINGTON- The recently House-passed Drug Abuse Education 
Act was the most non-partisan plece of legislation to hit Capitol Hill 
this year, |r was enthusiastically supported by North, South, Bast 
and West, by Democrats and Republicans, and passed 294-0, 


Much credit must go to Rep, Lloyd Meeds of Washington who was 
its author, who held hearings and successfully steered it throu h 
committee, But the bill was 80 appealing, Meeds was joined by 81 col- 
leagues as cosponsors, 


Playing a vital role were Repa, Patsy Mink and Spark Matsunaga 
of Hawail, David Pryor of Arkansas and Abraham Kazen of Texas, All 
made fine and convincing arguments from the floor, 


The bill doesn’t concern itself with such things as catching and 
punishing narcotics violators, nor with making dangerous drugs more 
difficult to get, Rather, it goes co what many consider the root cure of 


the problem--education, 


THE PHILOSOPHY expressed in the bill is to the effect that tf 
a person--particulariy a child--is educated co the pitfalls and con- 
sequences of narcotics addiction, he will, as a matter of self- 
preservation, shun it, 


The bill would set up a three-year program for education at the 
federal, state and local level««in the schools, in private and public 
institutions and in law enforcement agencies, It calls for a total of 
29 million, with §7 million for 1971, $10 million for 1972 and $12 


million for 1973, 


Statements made in debate on the bill make one aware of just how 
serious the dope problem has become in this country, Statistics 
quoted on the number of drug users and the age levels involved are 
nothing short of astounding. 


Congressman Pryor said a recent Survey at one college showed 
57 per cent of the studerts had tried marijuana, and that Ll’ per cent 
had experimented with LSD, Mrs, Mink said Grugs were becoming 
increasingly common in the upper grades of elementary schools, 


CONGRESSWOMAN MINK made some pertinent remarks, one being 
the purpose of the bill of which she is a cosponsor~~“‘to help children 
and young people develop an understanding of the risk of drug use; to 
know what drugs are all about; and to build the motivation they need 
tro steer their lives in other directions--away from a pattern of 
chemical thrills and escape and toward a life of satisfaction through 
achievement and physical and mental well-being.” 


Congressman Matsunaga spoke for the bill, explained it from the 
floor and called up the resolution which he authored to have the bill 
considered, He gave a detailed explanation of how the program would 
be papaisdatared under the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, 


CONGRESSMAN KAZBN, whose district in southern Texas has been 
much affected with contrabrand marijuana from Mexico also rook the 
floor and spoke for the bill, “‘This country is concern as to what is 
happening to its youth in a situation that crosses all kinds of lines-- 
social, cultural and otherwise,’” he said, 


Kazen said he hoped the program created under the bill could be 
expanded and improved upon, adding that he was sure it will result 
in great benefits to the country, 


The measure is now before a Senate subcommittee and probably 
will not see action in the upper chamber this year. The bill is an 
example of congressional initative. It deserves support because it 
deals wich a problem that touches virtually every community, every 
age group, and every social, racial and economic group in the nation,

Ruling on an appeal from a Nebraska youth, the U.S, Supreme Court 
has declined to order that cases involving juveniles be heard by a jury. 


In many states, cases involving juveniles accused of committing 
offenses are considered civil actions, not crimes, And a judge or 
referee hears testimony in the cases, then makes ‘*a finding of fact,”” 


While many of the high court’s decisions involving individual rights 
have attracted swarms of controversy, this ruling appears to be an 
about-face in the court’s previously liberal trend, 


in one comment on the decision, a referee of juvenile cases for Los 
Angeles County Superior Court suggested a problem if ‘‘a jury of 
one’s peers’’ were to hear a juvenile court case; would 9- or 12- or 
17~year-olds be empaneled to hear the case? 


But in light of the U, 5, Supreme Court’s ruling, this question is 
academic, 


However, what of the ruling itself? If you (an adult) are charged 
with a minor traffic violation, you are entitled to a jury trial if you 
wish, 


On the other hand, if a child is accused of burglary, One person-- 
a juvenile court judge or referee--decides what happens to the 
youngster, 


While certain legal terminology of juvenile and adult court actions 
varies, the parallels are still there, . 


Even though a kid may be ordered to a correctional facility that’s 
called training school or something else other than ‘*prison’’, he’s 
atill there involuntarily, 


So. as with adult offenders, the juvenile too can lose his personal 
freedom after being found responsible for a particular offense, 


And with this possibility, perhaps more than one person opght to 
decide whether the child is going to be locked up, j 


A dental specialist suggests that mass removal of teeth before a 
person reaches the age of 30 may one day be considered a felony.

W hat’s New in the 35th 


In the past enough members of the legislature have killed the use 
by the CHP of radar in their cars, although it is permitted for other law 
enforcement agencies, And the majority felt, againinthe past, that the 
CHP should not be permitted to use unmarked cars, 


The traffic problem, with its mounting fatalities, has brought a 
warning, or perhaps a prediction from one of my colleagues in the 
Senate, He says that the day may come when we will have to pass a law 
making it an offense to drive after having had anything to drink - even 
just a half can of beer, 


Speaking before the traffic safety conference, he said; “‘Somehow or 
other, we have to get across to the people that they should be as con- 
cerned over the killing and maiming which occurs through the negli- 
gence of drivers as they are over the violence on foreign land,” 


It is indeed tronic that people concern themselves about 40,000 
deaths in Vietnam, yet are insensitive about the death and destruction 
on our highways, This despite the fact that deaths on highways have 
risen to 250,000 in the last five years, and casualties topped 8 million, 


In the future if you are speeding, smile - you could be on candid 
camera, 


California speeders could be bugged by black boxes if the state trans- 
portation agency Wins our approval in the legislature for sophisticated 
electronic eaves-dropping, 


The agency has pledged a continued crackdown on drinking drivers, 
and this past session We passed anew ‘‘implied consent” law requiring 
suspected drunk drivers to submit to chemical tests, But drunk drivers 
and speeders continue to increase at an alarming rate, 


What the department of transportation is asking for in their fight 
against speedsters is the use by the Highway Patrol of devices which 
will not only record a violators rate of speed but take his or her picture 
in the glorious black and white, 


And another device which is being studied by the state is one which 
permits speeds to be recorded by patrolmen following, passing or 
observing a car crossing in front of him, 


Both of these devices were on display recently in Sacramento when 
delegates to the Governor's Traffic Safety Conference met for two days 
in an attempt to cut down on the increased highway fatalities, 


The camera device which aroused most of the interest among state 
officials concerned with speeding drivers, highway fatalities and traffic 
safety is ORBIS IL, the tradename for an apparatus which phorographs 
speeding violators by day or night,
